T'is true: burton the other 
fide it was foretold vs,thar our greatnes depended on + 
a warre; but. if they.were once dead, againſt whom 
ſhovld we havemade warre'? * Miſoqg; Why,againſt 
the Flyes : a good workman neuer wants matter nor 
tooles. But to Hom truely thy huſband was but a 
cowardly coiftrell, for had heebeene in the Army,hee
